~ Provincial Government, arrived in 
Samshui (30. miles from Canton) 
and then turned back up the West 
River to his own sphere, Having, in 
the interval (it is thought) heard 
of Canton’s volte face.

Overture ftom Nanking 

‘W@W ill be recalled that Wong 
Shiu-hung was appointed, simultane- 
ously, Director of Disbandment in 
Kwangsi. This appointment was 
really in the nature of an overture 
by Nanking, suggesting that Wong 
Shiu-hung should desert his friends 
at Hankow aid also bow the knee 
to Nanking. 

The consensus of opinion, writes 
the “China Mail” political cor- 
respondent, is that Wong Shiu-hung 
will also aceept and-declare for 
Nanking—and that is why he re. 
turned to Wuchow so suddenly wher 
he was expected ‘in Canton. | There 
remains a bare possibility that he 
is back in Kwangsi to fight with- 
out the help of Kwangtung, ‘but 
that seems very unlikely. 3 

Diehard Goes 

Not only has Chan Chai-tong 
withdrawn Canton’s, ultimatum, but 
he has also assumed office as Direc. 
ttor of Disbandment. (as explained 
in the foregoing) and he.has succeed: 
ed the pro-Kwangsi “diehard,” Gen 
eral Tang Sai-tsang; as Commission. 
er of Defence for the City of Can- 
ton—a most important post. Tha 
“diehard’s”. other position of Police 
Commissioner has gone to Mr. Au- 
Yeung Kui, Who -escaped from the 
King Edward Hote! when fire broke 
out on March 11. ° The new Polfee 
Chief, it is significant to note, is’ 4 
supporter of General Chan. Ming- 
shu, who holds ‘if © 
superior .. military rank ~ to 
Chan‘ Chai-tong, and chair- 
man of. the Kwangtung Provin- 
cial Government,. and persona grata 
to Nanking.
